SOCIAL SECURITY CHANGES 


The Social Security taxable wage 
base for calendar year 1976 will 
berolo,500e7 sup) trom, che  1975.base 
Ofesl4, LO0le eWith the) tax rate 
continuing at 5.85%, the maximum 
employees will pay will be $895.05 
compared with $824.85 this year. 
The Hospital, as an employer, pays 
a like amount for each employee. 


The increase affects only higher- 
paid employees, of course, and 
means that the tax will be with- 
held from employees' pay for a 
longer period. 


Retirees take note. Also in 1976, 
the maximum amount that Social 
Security recipients can earn and 
still receive all their Social 
Security checks will increase to 
$2,760. per year, up from the 
present $2,520. limitation. In- 
dividuals who earn more than 
$2,760. in 1976 may still get some 
Social Security benefits, but 
every $2. earned beyond $2,760. 
may cause a $l. reducation in 
benefits for the year. 


These increases in rates and bene- 


fits) are brought about py. the auto= 


matic escalator provisions con- 
tained in the Social Security Act, 
based on a formula designed to 
keep both contributions and bene- 
fits in-line witherising saverage 
wage levels. The contribution 
increases may take effect only 
after a year in which there were 
automatic PCRS puddin
